The assemblage of Princes and the political asso- 


Hughenden Churchyard on Tuesday was a notable 
tribute to the memory of Benjamin Disraeli, who 
now seems to be a year older than we first thought 
him to be—in his seventy-seventh instead of his 
seventy-sixth year, having been born in the Adelphi 
on the 215% of December, 1804. The most remark- 
able tribute of respect was the lowering of flags 
half-mast high, and the ringing of muffled peals in 
the church towers of every city and town of the 
kingdom. Perhaps, the simplest and most touching 
words Lord Beaconsfield ever wrote were those which 
he penned in his will on the 16th of December, 
1878 :— 

I desire and direct that I may be buried in the same vault 
in the churchyard of Hughenden in which the remains of 
my late dear wife, Mary Anne Disraeli, created in her 
own right Viscountess Beaconsfield, were placed, and that 


my funeral may be conducted with the same simplicity as 
hers was,

` The body of the late Lord Beaconsfield was 
removed from London to Hughenden Manor last 
Sunday. A distinguished gathering of friends of the 
late Earl followed his remains to the vault in 
Hughenden Churchyard on Tuesday. ‘The bells of 
St. George's Chapel, Windsor Castle, and St. John's 
parish church were tolled during the interment, and 
rang mufled pals afterwards. In London and the 
other chief cities similar respect was paid to his 
memory on Tnesday. 


Mr. Gladstone left Hawarden at 8.30 a.m. last 
Monday morning, and drove to Saltney station, on 
the Great Western line, where he took train for 
Paddington vii Shrewsbury and Wolverhampton. 
The right hon. gentleman was looking remarkably 
well. On Wednesday week Mr. Gladstone attended 
the funeral, in Hawarden churchyard, of Mr. Fare- 
brother, the village postman; and on Sunday read 
lessons at the church to a large congregation. 

Earl Granville is recovering from a severe attack 
of rheumatic gout. Lord Dufferin, who has just 
returned from St. Petersburg, visited the Foreign 
Secretary at Walmer on Saturday.

LAST WEEK’S WRECKS. 


There were thirty-four British and foreign wrecks 
of which twenty aie British (six bei steamers), 
iřeported during the past week, m а total of 
112 for the present year, or an increase of 197 as 
compared with the corresponding period of last year. 
The approximate value of property lost was 
£9,500,000, including British £5,300 000. Eight 
yessels were lost off the coasts of the United King- 
dom; six lost by collision; two abandoned at sea. 
About fifty-three men lost their lives.

No material 
damage was done. 


FATAL FIRE IN BATH. 


At two o'clock last Sunday morning the house, 25, 
Grove-street, Bath, occupied by the poorest classes, 
was discovered to be on fire. "Тһе police rescued 
many of the inmates by breaking open the doors.

ALARMING FIRE IN THE 
HAYMARKET. 


About eight o'clock last Saturday evening a fire 
broke out оп the premises of the Civil Service Co- 
operative Stores, Haymarket. Tho excitement in the 

aymarket had not been equalled since the burning 
of Her Majesty's Theatro in 1867. Тһе property was 
well insured in the Hand-in-Hand, Рісепіх, Sun, 
and other offices. Тһе official report of the damage 
sustained, as returned to Captain Shaw by Super- 
| intendent Palmer, is as follows:—“ Centre building 
of five floors, about 40 ft. by 30ft., top floor and con- 
tents nearly burned out and roof off; back building 
of eight and nine floors, about 100 ft. by 30 ft., about 
40%. by 30ft. of top burned out and roof off. 
Seventh floor of ditto and contents severely damoged 
by fire; rest of buildings and contents by fire, heat, 
and water(communicating)." At the Parton Hotel 
the fire occasioned the following damage, as officially 
reported :—'* Contents and building damaged by 
water, and back skylight broken. Тһе loss is 
estimated at at least £20,000.

FUNERAL OF LORD BEACONS- 
FIELD. 


REMOVAL OF THE REMAINS 
FROM LONDON. 


QUIETLY, in the small hours of Sunday morning last, 
the body of Lord Beaconsfield was conveyed from 19, 
Curzon-street, to Hughenden Manor. The body of 
the venerable statesman was on Tuesday se'nnight 
placed in а leaden coffin, with an elm shell inside 
lined with white satin. Hardly any alteration was 
perceptible in the faze, which had not even changep 
from its complexion during life. The curl on the 
forehead still remained, and it is singular that, not- 
withstanding Lord Beaconsfield's great age, the hair 
still remained black, with only a few streaks of grey. 
The hands were crossed above the satin winding- 
sheet. From the expression of the face every 
symptom of pain was completely absent. In death 
Lord Beaconsfield looked many years younger than he 
did in the latter days of his life. A smile played about 
the mouth, and the eyes were closed, and the whole 


face wore the expression of placid and happy sleep. 
To avoid the violence which would have been done 
to the late Earl’s wishes. if his remains had been 
escorted on their way from his house to the grave 
by a throng arresting the traffic of a great city,

At a quarter to one on Sunday morning the 


hearse drove up to the door, the coffin was taken out, 
and carried into the house. The shell was placed in 
the coffin, and an hour afterwards was on its way to 
the Great Western Terminus. Before it left, white 
wreaths were laid upon the coffin. А special 
train conveyed the hearse, and the pair of 
horses left Paddington at 2.25 for High Wycombe. 
Another conveyance carried to the station 
the wheeled hand-bier which is to be employed to- 
morrow for the short journey from the manor to the 
charch. Тһе station-master at High Wycombe had

been warned by telegraph; and the hearse оп its 
arrival, at about three a.m., was driven to Hughenden 
Manor, preceded by another conveyance with the 
bier. Rain was falling when Curzon-street was left, 
and rain fell again just as the grounds were entered 
at Hughenden. The early song of birds was just 
commencing in the beech-woods, and when the 
gloomy convoy came near to the house the lugu- 
brious crowing of the peacocks, which had been 
accustomed to feed from Lord Beaconsfield’s hands, 
was heard. By the light of lamps mysteriously 
reflected in great mirrors the coffin was placed in 
the room already described. 


HUGHENDEN MANOR 
is a large white baronial house of stone, square, with 
two square wings, which stands on a hill sheltered 
by well-grown plantations, with younger plantations 
of firs coming on in the park. Great patches of white 
anemones, violets, and primroses diversify the ter- 
races іп which the grounds descend. Through the 
park a swift stream races to join the Wye; and 
in the park itself stands St. Michael’s Church, just 
outside the walls ef which the lord of the manor 
has been laid. In driving from Wycombe, from 
which the place is about two miles distant, the 
first conspicuous object which strikes the eye is the 
obelisk erected on a neighbouring hill by the 
Viscountess Beaconsfield to the memory of Isaac 
Disraeli. An inscription in memory of Lady 
Beaconsfield now occupies one slab at its base, 
another slab records the fame of the author of the 
“ Curiosities of Literature.” This is in a clear space 
between two woods on the estate called Great and 
Little Tinkers ; another height is crowned by the 
Millfield Wood. The road to the house goes through 
the park for some distance up the hill, that to the 
church enters it about a hundred yards from the 
sucred building by a lodge kept by an old woodman 
and his wife pensioned off in this cottage by the late 


Earl. 
THE CHURCH 

is ап anejent building, partly Norman, partly Per- 
pendicular, with & square tower bearing the same 
proportion to the main body of the edifice as the 
most famous towers of Wimborne do to their 
Minster. Aboveit, the vicarage nestles still closer 
under the hill. The church bells rang with muffled 
peals for Sunday's morning service, which com- 
menced at a quarter to eleven. There is no village 
of Hughenden, but there is one row of cottage: 
within the park gates; and the parish comprises 
hamlets on Nap-hill, &c., and several farmhouses. 

Lord Rowton, Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild, M.P., 
Sir Philip Rose, and Mr. P. F. Rose were the party 
from Hughenden Manor who attended church on 
Sunday, occupying seats in the choir. Nextto Lord 
Rowton one place was conspicuously vacant. It was 
that which the Earl of Beaconsfield was accustomed 
to occupy Sunday after Sunday. The little church 
was filled with a rustic congregation, many of them 
little children, most of them wearing some mourn- 
ing, who chanted the responses and the simple 
melodies of the hymns with the surpliced choir. 
To the children on his estate Lord Beaconsfield 
was always kind ; he would meet. them in his walks, 
and ask them to sing to him; and many speak of 
presents from his hand. Тһе church was decorated 
for Easter with plants from the Earl of Веасопз- 
field's garden, and these were on Sunday still un- 
changed. White hyacinths flowered round the 
font; green ferns, marguerites, and white cyclamens 
stood in pots on the window-sills; the altar was 
flanked by white and rose-coloured blossoms. The 
texts, in white letters on red ground, affixed to the 
plain white walls all told the Easter lesson of the 
immortality of the soul. The Vicar, the Rev. H. 
Bagden, chose for his sermon a verse which illus- 
trates the same doctrine—‘‘ That which thou sowest 
is not quickened except it die” (I. Corinthians 
xy. 36).

THE FATE OF NIHILISM. 


A Special Artist contributes a drawing of the 
Nihilist prisoners as they appeared in the dock at 
St. Petersburg, on trial for alleged complicity in the 
plot to assassinate the Emperor Alexander II. The 
Nihilists were Nicholas Sheliaboff, Sophie Perofi- 
skaya, Hom ini Hessy Helfmann, a Jewess, 
Gabriel Michaeloff, and yo Russakoif. Sentence 
of death was passed on all. But the young woman, 
named Helfmann, being with child, her execution 
was postponed. Іп а very barbarous fashion the 
rest were hanged, in the presence of 100,000 persons, 
on Good Friday, the gallows being erected ou the 
Semenoffsky Plain. 

The executioner Trolo, who performed his dutics 
at the recent execution of the Nihilists so horribly 
that the spectators were incensed against him, has 
had to undergo 250 lashes as a punishment. He 
was drunk, it seems. When the medical man told 
him to alter the rope round Russakofi's neck, he 
said, *It does not matter. It does that way just 
aswell 1f I haveto hang you I will put the rope 
differently." 

Another audacious address to the Emperor has 
been issued by the Revolutionary Executive Com- 
mittee, pointing out that the indiseriminate execu- 
tion of all those connected with the assassination of 
Alexander II. has only served to strengthen the 
ranks of the Nihilists, by driving many lukewarm 
malcontents into the extreme faction of the party. 
The address also reminds his Imperial Majesty 
that the resolution come to at the Congress of 
Lipetzk in 1874 by the party of Terror has not yet 


been revoked.

Lon» BEACONSFIELD (says a friend of his) delighted 
in flowers, from the violet and primrose to the 
jardenia of the rare orchid; the forest tree and the 
delicate pine interested him. Beautiful faces, soft 
voices, children’s ways, even if sometimes rather like 
what we hear of Puck, refreshed him. 


The picturesque country near Hughenden, with 
its beechen groves, its gently swelling hills, its dells, 
where juniper and gorse mingle at times, suffered 
from wantof water. Lord Beaconsfield caused each 
cottage to be supplied with its own tank. This was 
only one instance out of many of his thoughtfulness. 
Last summer, at Hughenden, he told a friend he had 
scarcely interchanged a word with anyone for three 
weeks, but that the delight at living in the country 
in summer was ever new to him; he was perpetually 
discovering new charms. 


Many of Lord Beaconsfield’s brightest. days during 
the last years were spent at Hatfield, Lord and Lady 
Salisbury, with kindest consideration, making him 
feel as if he were in his own home. ; 


Lord Beaconsfield seemed to find pleasure in the 
commonest beauties of the country in summer; the 
luxuriance of the grass, the rapid growth of the 
flowers, even the apparent comfort of the cattle in 
the rich pastures gratified him, and he spent much 
time intheopenair. Heaiso seemed to find increasing 
pleasure in his library, and showed his friends with 
interest beautiful editions prepared by artists of our 
own time; though, perhaps, precious volumes con- 
taining records of bygone ages possessed even more 
fascination for him. The records of the Venetian 
Republic interested him greatly. 


Lord Beaconsfield was always very much interested 
in young men beginning political life, even if only in 
the earliest stages of office work. He once said, in 
answer to some one who observed the work of a 
particular office was dry, “ All details are dry; he

must not be discouraged; it is the same in every 
office.

He seemed never to lose interest in those who had 
served him well, and would say, “ Tell so-and-so to 
come to see me; I like him very much.” Outsiders 
little knew the care and thought he always bestowed 
in endeavouring to ascertain who possessed the 
strongest qualificatiens for any post he had to give. 
As an instance, a short time before his death one of 
the “© poor gentlemen’s”’ posts in the Charterhouse 
fell into his gift. He took the utmost trouble about 
it, feeling anxious that the other ** poor gentlemen ” 
should have a suitable person added to their 
nuniber. 


Lady Beaconsfield, almost till her last hour, spared 
her husband all cares connected with daily existence. 
It was her practice to wade through masses of the 
papers and ephemeral literature of the day in order 
to extract all that might interest him. It may truly 
be said that in each event of life she strove to find 
something to gratify him. Апа he was one who 
knew how to be grateful. By the exercise of her 
power of discriminating organisation the household 
of Hughenden and in Grosvenor-street was main- 
tained on a footing consistent with the dignity of the 
statesman. 


During his last years Lord Beaconsfield still took 
the keenest interest in political, literary, and social 
matters. For some time he had no home in town 
exceptin the house of Mr. Alfred de Rothschild, 
who surrounded him with all that princely hos- 
pitality, tried, warm friendship, and cultivated 
taste could offer. His labours, however, continued 
unremitting. His occasional attacks recurred with 
more frequency, and his friends rejoiced when he 
became possessed of a home in London where he 
could gather round him his books and his many 
friends. He was fortunate in finding one, near 
the site of Chesterfield House, where he must have 
passed so many brilliant evenings in former times. 
He secured the lease for nine years, and in mention- 
ing this to а friend added, with his own peculiar 


smile 
Di That, 1 think, will see ine out.” 


Lord Beaconsfield took pleasure in the arrange- 
ment of his last abode. Тһе glowing colours, he 
always felt, counteracted the depressing influence of 
our grey skies. Oriental carpets and delicate light 
woods made his surroundings cheerful. Probably 
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попе knew how bravely he struggled 
‘against the weakness he felt occasionally. 
To a very intimate friend he might begin 
‘some contession of debility ; but a cheer- 
ing word, and even tolerably good story, 
the arrival of a promising bit of election 
news, or even а few flowers, would seem 
like a tonic. He made a point of paying 
“honour to his physician; ” took the air, 
and only sparingly permitted himself the 
pleasure of society.
